THERE is not any salary, fee or remuneration paid to or received by any member of 
the Privy Council in Ireland, nor does there appear to be any such attached to the office 
of Privy Councillor. 

It may be observed that a privilege was conferred on Privy Councillors by ancient sta- 
tutes (28 Eliz. c. 4, sec. 5, and 14 & 15 Car. 2, c. 9, sect. 16.) of importing for their own 
use, dutyfree, such quantity of wine as should be appointed by the Chief Governor of Ire- 
land, and which was accordingly limited to four tons annually. This privilege was sub- 
sequently commuted for an annual allowance of 9/. 10s. ^d. nett, payable out of the 
Revenue of Customs, but in February 1827 such allowance was discontinued as regarded all 
future appointments to the Privy Council ; reserving however the right of the then existing 
Privy Councillors to receive from the Collector of Customs the said commuted allowance in 
lieu of the privilege aforesaid.
